Edmonton En Route to Valcartier 


After Nearly Six Years of Steady Fighting, 
Through This City on Their Way to Eastern Canada Camp From 
Where They Will Cross Atlantic—Battalion Under 
Vulevchy Embraces Best Disciplined Group of Men Anywhere

SASKATOON, July 8.—With 
their experiences during the past 
two years still vivid in memory, 
and with dust of the battlefields 
of Russia on their war-worn 
uniforms, 2,500 soldiers of tho 
army of ‘the Czecho-Slovak re- 
public passed through Warman 
last night on a C.N.R. train, on 
their way from Vladivostok to 
their native country in Central 
Lurope. 

On Tuesday afternoon the citizens 
of Wdinonton had an opportunity of 


seeing five hundred Czecho-Slovak 
vetvrans of the great war, who are 
now on their way throug’: Canada to 


their home after nearly six years of 
steady figfting. The tratnload which 
arrived at 3:40 pm. was the first of 
five train loads of soldiers which were 
expected to pass througa 1Lamonton 
Tuesday night. It is expected that 
not less than nine thousand qwitl pass 
through the city witfain the next few 
weeks to Eastern Canada to Valcartier 
where they will rest for a siort time 
before crossing the Atlantic. 

Lieut-Col. B. Vulevehy, the dashing 
young officer in command was met 
at the Canadian Natfonal depot by a 
deputation of citlzens and soldiers 
headed by acting Mayor Rice Saep- 
pard, who inspected the troops, The 
soldiers who are all perfect specimens 
of manhood and every inch soldiers, 
looked as bright and fresh as the day 
that they left taeir native country, 
here and there through he crowd, 
however, were a few older men whose 
faces bore the marks of care and 
worry inyplanted there by the aorrors 
of war, privation and hardship, ‘Daey 
represent the flower of their country, 
the bravest and the best that any 
country can produce. They rae the first 
Czecho-Slovak volunteers who were 
in the war zone from the very start 
under Admiral IKolcaak and stayed 
with the game until it was finished.

URGED TO AVOID 
GROUP LEGISLAT N 


Convention Deletes Clause Sug- 
gesting Manufacturers Should 
Be Better Represented 


WANT NATIONAL UNITY 


This Would Not Be Attained by 
Group Legislation, They 
Assert , 


———- 


Vancouver, June 8 — (Canadian 
Pross)—-The Canadian Manufacturers’ 
association convention Tuesday un- 
animously decided to delete from the 
report of the legislative committee, a 
clause suggesting that manufacturers 
were not represented in sufficient 
strength in parliament or legisiatures. 
‘The clause was eliminated, without 
enotroverey. 

8. R. Parsons, Torento, in a short 
vigorous speech urged that the manu- 
facturers should have nothing what- 
ever to do with group legislation, 
even though the general trend of the 
times would seem to imply that that) 
would be a wise course. He argued 
that claas or group legislation did not 
make for national unity or for the 
best development of the country, 

Owing to delay in opening the sess- 
fon Tuesday morning, the report of 
the tariff with a paper on technical 
education by Professor L. W. Gill, 
director of technical education, De- 
partment of Labor, Ottawa, was post- 
poned until Tuesday afternoon. 

During the diseussion of the legis- 
lative committee report, 8. R. Parsons 
Toronto, said that greatly as wad 
uch an ection to be deplored if they 
were to have group legislation, if the 
laborers and farmers turned them- 
selves into groups, then they, as 

anufacturers would have to get into 

@ game. But such a thing did not 
make for the orderly development of 
their country or for the national unity 
which they all so ardently desired. 
Therefore, though they sometimes 
felt they must give expression to their 
views, at the same time they must de- 
plore class work and class legislation, 
and seek, through legislation by the 
dominion and the provinces to bring 
about that state of affairs, which 
would be most truly representative of 
the pe2eple generally ,and they would 
have then @ real democracy in that 
bespect, * 

Following furtuer discussion, a mo- 
#ton moved by Colonel Gartshore, 
London, and seconded by J. A. Reed, 
Predertoton, N.B., that the paragraph 
of the legislation committee report 
headed ‘representation in the legis- 
lature,” should be stricken out, was 
carried, and the report was adopted. 

Voicing the opinion that the slight- 
eat injury which drew blood ehould 
be speedily attended to, so that in- 
fractlon might be prevented, R. L. 
Molntyra, Toronto, paid tribute to the 
amerit of the committee's report. He 
dealt more particularly with the 
workmen’s compensation act, and 
urged that wherever possible an in- 
dustry ehould install a nurse, well 
equipped to administer first ald in 
vase of injury, and then follow up the 
ceases so that Injured men might be 
thoroughly weli cared for. Because of 
importance of the work of the legis- 
lattve committee, Thomas Roden, To- 
ronto, advocated placing thereon one 
of the very best of their members. 
Canedian manufacturers were not to 
appose reasonable legislation, but 
ther would oppose such as was un- 
favorable, because it (mposed a bur- 
den upon the induetry and at. the 
#amm time retarded tho development 
of the provinces,

You hve already been advised that, in ne with the growth of the Bank, 
and with a view of keeping pace fuirly and reasonably with the legitimate 
requirements of our ever-growing clientele, a further Issue of $2, 
new stock, upon the same favorable terms to the shareholders, is now under 
way: This new issue will appropriately be referred to again a, year hence. 
It may be of interest to mention thet the Bank's shareholders now 
number 2,622, as against 2,406 fn 1919, and 2340 in 1918. 

At the commencement of the Bank's fiscal year presently under review, 
the Directors felt warranted in placing the Dividend on a regular 12 per cent. 
basis, and also, later, in distributing a bonus of 1 per cent. making in al) 18 
per cent. recelved by the shareholders during the twelve month period. No 
doubt their action in this respect wiil have your full approval, 

In December last our office in London England, was opened for business 
and already gratifying progress hae been made in the dullding up of a London 
connection, while the facilities afforded our clientele on this side have greatly 
enhanced the value of the services we are enabled to extend to them.

The Czecho-Slovaks. 


Edmonton is a point on the line 
of retirement of the remnant of 


Kolehak’s all-but-victorious army | 


from the scenes of its triumphs 

and final collapse in Asia to the 

homeland in middle Europe. 
That surely is one of the least 


expected things that the whirli-| 
gig of war has brought about. It} 


is actualized, and visualized, by 
the trains that have been passing 
through the city carrying ‘thous- 
ands of Czecho-Slovak soldiers en 
route from Siberia to Europe via 
America, * 

The city has been visited by 
many parties of people, bound on 
many errands, It is doubtful if 
any of them have come from, and 
because of, such a remarkable 
series of adventures as these men 
who are now finding that ‘‘the 


longest way round’’ is not only} 


‘‘the surest way home’’ but the 
only way. 
To begin with, they 


are the 


survivors of a lost cause, the one) 
fragment still intact of any army) 


that almost won an Empire, but 
that has been utterly destroyed. 
The fact that they are passing 


through Edmonton is the tangible | 


proof that they are on the re- 
treat. Had they not been defeated 
they would not have been here, 
and would never have 
navigated the globe to get home; 


they would have gone the 
short way, across Russia. 
Their presence’ brings home 
the fact that the Bolshevik 


power has established itself in the 
realm of the Czars, and stands 
supreme from .the Baltic to the 
Japanese outposts in the most 
easterly section of Siberia. It is 
because they could not go through 
Russia that the Czecho-Slovaks 
are going through Canada. This 
is the first time that a beaten 
army ever passed through Hd- 
monton, 

By the obligations of birth the 
bulk of the Czecho-Slovak people 
wero our enemies. They were 


citizens of Austria, and the men, | 


being liable to military service, 
were swept into the Austrian 
armies. In the Russian drive 
against Austria in the first year 
of the war large numbers of the 
Czecho-Slovaks were taken prison- 
ers and sent to camps in Russia. 
Some of our visitors may there 
fore have had the unusual ex- 
perience of going to Siberia as 
prisoners of an Allied country and 


‘coming out of it in Allied uniform, 


Czecho-Slovak sympathy, _ it 
early became apparent, was with 
the Allies, and this sentiment was 
shared alike by those of the race 
who had been taken prisoners by 
the Russians and by ‘the large co!- 
ony who had settled in Russia. 
When Germany threw Russia into 
turmoil by revolutionary propa- 
ganda the Czcho-Slovaks became 
a power in the disordered realm 
in opposition to Berlin’s influence, 
and formed nucleiji about which 
the non-Bolshevik Russians — ral- 
lied. When Kolchak gathered up 
the scattered bands of anti-Bol- 
sheviks and wielded them into a 
Siberian army the Czecho-Slovaks 
naturally found a place in the 
organization and became the 
‘“‘stiffening’’ of his force. It was 
due to them, more perhaps than to 
any other single element, that he 
was able to break the power of the 
‘*reds’’ in Siberia, invade Europe 
and get within striking distance 
of Moscow and the seat of Len- 
ine’s power. 

Then came Lloyd George’s pro- 
nouncement that the Allies were 
not backing Kolehak, and from 
that moment,—whether as a_ re- 
sult or only as a coineidence,— 
the ‘‘red’’ forees swung forward 
on anew and irresistible offensive, 
while Kolehak’s power went into 
speedy decline, He was unven 
back into Siberia, captured and 
murdered, and his army broken 
up. The Czeeho-Slovak force 
evidently managed to stick to

The Stock Loss. 

Officials of the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture estimate 
that from seven to ten per cent. of | 
the live stock in the province was; 
\lost during the winter from short- 
‘age of feed. Severe as this is, the 
figure is lower, rather than higher, 
|than there was reason to fear it 
would be. Assuming that it re- 
presents the probable maximum, 
| the loss is one of the hardest blows 

that the live stock industry of the 

provinee has ever sustained, But, 
serious as is the set-back to the 
industry as a whole, an even more 
gravo aspect of the matter is the 
tragedy that befell a large num- 
ber of families on the farms in the 
dry area, who lost their herds, and 
in them the savings from years of 
effort and self-denial. Just what it 
means to see the results of years 
of industry and thrift carried 
away by circumstances over which 
one has no control is an experi- 
ence that can be understood by a 
good many people in the cities and 
towns who suffered the loss of 
their invested earnings when the 
real estate market collapsed a few 
years ago. The farmers whose 
bands perished for want of feed 
are now facing a situation that is 
comparable, in the essential and 
aggravating features, 

The loss will be reeoyered. The 
live stock industry of the province 
jis not ruined, It is not even per-

way. The importation of new 


stock and the natural increase of 
the breeding animals may bring 
the total stock figure back to last 
summer’s level before the close of 
the present season, though that is 
perhaps a sanguine hope.

proportion, the loss may be set 
down as only an item in the ac-
